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Eden Reminds Nations 


Nasser’s Action 
Is Matter of Life 
or Death to World 


By The Associated Press 
IONDON, <Aug. 9-- 
Prime Minister Hiden 
solemnly warned the world 
last night the Suez Canal 
crisis “is a matter ct life 


and death to us all.” 


In a radio and _ television 
broadcast beamed around the 
world, the British leader des- 
cribed Egypt’s seizure of the 
disputed waterway as “an act 
of plunder,” 

And, giving a sharp reminder, 
he said: 

“(It) threatens the livelihood 
of many nations ... We must 
make sure that’ the life of the 
great tyading nations of the 
world cannot in the future be 
Strangled at any moment by 
some .interruption of the free 
passage through the canal,” 

Eden, who once walked out 
of the British Cabinet in protest 
against complacency over Mus- 
soiini’s invasion of Ethiopia, de- 
nounced Nasser in the strongest 
words wsed by one Premier 
against another. 

“We all know this is how Fas- 
cist governments behave and we 
ail remember only too well what 
the cost can be in giving in to 
fascism,” said Eden, adding: 

“If Colonel Nasser’s action 
Were to succeed each one of us 
would be at the mercy of one 
man for the supplies on which 
we live.” 

Eden went to Buckingham 
Palace to see Queen Ejiizabeth 
and then appeared in a nation- 
wide radio and television broad- 
cast, | 

The British Prime Minister 
said half the oil output of the 
Middle East passes through the 
103-inile waterway and “without 
it Britain, West Europe and the 
Scandinayian countries “could 
not survive.” 

Eden’s address was beamed 
throughout the world after he 
had given the Queen the latest 
situation report on the crisis 
which resulted in her royal pro- 
Clamation declaring a state of 
national emergency. 

He went on: “I. Colonel Nas-

could never accept that. 

“For Britain the canal has al- 
Ways been the main artery to 
and from the Commonwealth 
bringing us,the supplies we and’ 
they need. 

“The whole trend of the world 
is against taking selfish action 
for purely national ends.” 

Eden pledged that Britain did 
not seek a solution of the dis- 
pute “by force but by the broa- 
dest possible _ international 
agreement,” 

He speke of the 24-nation con- 
ference which Britain has called 
to take place in London Aug, 16 
with the aim of setting up some 
form of international system of 
control to run the waterway. 

Nineteen countries, he said, 
have aiready sent replies to in- 
vitations to attend. None has 
refused. Britain stil! awaits offi- 
cial answers from Russia, 
Egypt, Indonesia and Greece, 


Peron Off for Venezuela

exile here. 

Before leaving, he told a news 
conference at the airport: “I am 
Still the constitutional President 
of Argentina, but momentarily 


withdrawn.” 


Japan to Attend 
Suez Canal Meet 


Foreign Vice-Minister Sue- 
mitsu Kadowaki invited R. 
W. Selby, Counsellor of the 
British Embassy in Tokyo, to 
the Foreign Office yesterday 
and officially replied by note 
that Japan will accept the 
British invitation to attend 
the international conference 
on the Suez Canal issue. The 
note said that the Japanese 
Government is interested in 
the use of the canal as a 
country dependent on marine 
transportation and _ foreign 
trade, and hopes for amicable 
settlement of the various 
problems connected with the 
above. 


Troop Airlift 
Is Postponed 
By British | 


LONDON, Aug. 9 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Britain today guddenly “post- 
poned” plans to send new troop 
reinforcements into the Mediter- 
ranean by airlift and troopship. 

The Defense Ministry refused 
to say why. | 

It ordered British Overseas 
Airways Corp. to call off an air- 
lift of 3,000 soldiers to British- 
leased bases in Libya. The 
planes, six brand-new Bristol 
Britannia turboprop airliners, 
were to have started at dawn 
tomorrow. 

It also postponed the sailing 
of the troopship Empire Ken 
with a detachment of antiair- 
craft troops. The ship was also 
due to leave the same day. 

At the same time, a Gibraltar 
dispatch said that the 22,000-ton 
aircraft carrier Bulwark stopped 
off there in the midst of a dash 
toward Cyprus and abruptly 
went into drydock. 

The Bulwark left Portsmouth, 
England Monday with a full 
complement of jets. 

There was no Official explana- 
tion of the sudden slowdown in 
Britain’s Mediterranean buildup. 

Diplomats speculated that the 
delay may have been ordered 
aS evidence to back up Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden’s 
declaration last night that “we 
do not seek a solution (of the 
Suez dispute) by te 

It also followed closely behind 
Indian Premier Jawaharlal 
Nehru’s attack vesterday on the 
Western military preparations. 

But all officials refused com- 
ment on the military slowdown. 

“Il can make no statement 
whatsoever on troop  move- 
ments,” the War Office spokes- 
man said. 


22 Slain in One Day 
By Algerian Rebels 


ALGIERS, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Moslem nationalist rebels killed 
or wounded 22 persons with 
grenades and gunfire through- 
out Algeria in the past 24 hours. 

In addition there were several 
clashes throughout the territory 
between French troops and 
rebel bands, but headquarters 
here gave no casualty figures. 

The worst incident took place | 
late Tuesday when rebels open- 
ed fire on an Army truck speed- 
ing along a narrow road 25 miles 


southwest of Algiers. Nine sol- 
diers were killed and four 
wounded. The truck overturn- 


ed in a ravine, in the same re- 
gion an ambulance was shot up 
but no one was hurt. Another 
truck was attacked and lost two 
dead. 

In Philippeville, a_ terrorist 
grenade in the center of the 
town wounded six persons, five 
of them Europeans. 


Iran Recognizes Suez Grab: 
Libya Crowds Praise Nasser 


TEHERAN, Iran. Aug. 9 
(K vodo-U P)—Iran recognized 
Egypt's nationalization of the 
Suez Canal today, 

She was the second member 
of the “northern tier’ Baghdad 
Pac to recognize the Egyptian 
Seizure of the vital waterway. 
iraq, a member of the Baghdad 
grouping and also a member of 
the Arab League along. with 
Egypt, did so Monday. 

_ Iran's recognition of the Egyp- 
tian action was regarded as es- 
pecially significant by West- 
ern observers here. Iran is not 
an Arab nation ard hitherto has 

ad little in common politicatiy 
with the nations of the Arab 
League. 

The other members of the 
Baghdad Pact, apart from Iraq 
and Iran, are Turkey, Pakistan 
and Britain. Neither Turkey 
nor Pakistan has either formal- 
ly recognized or condemned the 
Egyptian seizure of the canal. 


Meanwhile in Libya crowds 
demonstrated in the streets of 
Benghazi today in support of 
Egypt’s nationalization of the 
Canal. 

Following a military parade in 
celebration of Libya’s Army Day, 
crowds massed in the main 
Street of Benghazi carrying 
Egyptian flags and portraits of 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. , 

“Long live Nasser,” they 
shouted. “We are with him. We 
are in the 20th century and not 
in the age of oppression. Down 
with (British Premier Sir An- 
thony) Eden.” 

The demonstration ran for 
over two hours, but although 
police and troops stood by, there 
was no violence. The demon- 
Strators also shouted slogans 
protesting the presence of Brit- 
ish troops in Libya.

Nehru Says Egypt 
Won't Participate 
in London Parley 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 9 
(INS)—Indian Prime Mir- 
ister Jawaharlal Nehru 
said yesterday Egypt 
would not participate in 
the London conference on 


Suez. 

Predicting failure for the con- 
ference while stating India’s 
conditional participation he 
said his Government recognized: 


“Egypt could not and would 
not participate in a conference 
on ihe Suez Canal to which she 
merely is an invitee and in res- 
pect to which there have been 
no consultations with her.” 


Neliru told Parliament that 
Egypt had a right to nationalize 
the Suez Canal Company and 
said that his own Government 
had established that its partici- 
pation in the London conference 
“would not injure the interests, 
sovereign rights and dignity 
of Egypt,” 

He said India was going to at- 
tend the London conference “to 
serve the cause of averting a 
conflict and obtaining a peaceful 
settlement before it is too late.” 


Nasser May Postpone Trip 


MOSCOW, Aug. 9 (AP)—Well 
informed Soviet sources | said 
yesterday Egypt's President Nas- 
ser will —_ probably” post- 
pone his visit to the Soviet 
Union because of the Suez Canal 
crisis, 


The Egyptian leader had been 
scheduled to arrive in Moscow 
on Aug. 16, but the Egyptian 
Embassy said yesterday its last 
word on this had come from 
Cairo more than a week ago be- 
fore the outbreak of tension 
over the nationalization of the 
canal. 


Foreign Minister Dmitri She- 
pilov told reporters at an Indian 
Embassy reception “We = still 
want to see President Nasser as 
our guest.” He said it was up 
to Nasser himself to set the date 
for the visit. 


It appeared that the Soviet 
Union has not yet made up its 
mind whether or not to attend 
the London conference on Suez 
Aug. 16. Shepilov said that an 
answer to the western invita- 
tion would be given within the 
next 48 hours. 


A Western diplomat intimate- 
ly connected with the London 
conference said he had the im- 
pression that Russia would ac- 
cept the invitation, but with 
reservations, 


Western diplomats in Moscow 
evinced no surprise at Nasser’s 
reported decision to postpone 
his Moscow visit. They had 
earlier given two reasons for 
anticipating it. 


First, one of the best inform- 
ed diplomats in Moscow said 
he was convinced that if Nas- 
ser left Egvpt at this stage h@ 
would quite probably find that 
he was no longer President 
when he went back. 


Secondly, these diplomats said 
they believe the last thing the 
Soviet Union wanted at this 
critical moment in internation- 
al affairs was Nasser making 
inflamatory anti-Western 
speeches on Soviet soil.

Gov't Views 
Talk Climax 
Very Likely | 
Within Week 


Chief Cabinet Secretary Ryw- 
taro Nemoto told a press COM 
ference yesterday that the Mos- 
cow negotiations will reach its 
climax within a week. 


Nemoto said that although 
the Soviet Union is adopting a 
stern attitude they seem to be 
enthusiastic about arranging, a 
compromise. 7 

Nemoto added that since no 
requests for instructions . had 
been received from Shigemitsu 
yet, it was too early for the Gov- 
ernment to discuss its final atti- 
tude. 

However, Government and 
Liberal-Democratic leaders in- 
cluding Nemoto and Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Minister Ichiro 
Kono, in view of the unexpect- 
edly fast pace of the negotia- 
tions, expect that a request for 
instructions will be forthcoming 
from the Japanese delegation in 
Moscow, and are prepared to 
make a final decision as to whe- 
ther to break up the negotia- 
tions or to make drastic conces- 
sions. 

At a conference of these lead- 
ers including Prime Minister 
Hatoyama at Karuizawa yester- 
day, the peace talks were among 
the important items discussed, 
together with party problems, 

However, opinions of the lead- 
ers as a whole do not seem to 
indicate that the Japanese side 
will have to make drastic con- 
cessions on the territorial issue 
at the present stage. 

Liberal-Democratic Secretary- 
General Nobusuke Kishi observ- 
ed that the negotiations should 
be continued until the Soviet 
Union makes concessions. 

Kishi, after expressing his op- 
position to any wording of the 
territorial clause iff the peace 
treaty confirming Soviet sover- 
eignty over the Southern Kuri- 
les, stated that if Japan is forc- 
ed to make concessions beyend 
the above, it should push back 
strongly. 

Most of the Liberal-Democratic 
leaders ave of the opinion that 
they should instruct Shigemitsu 
to stick further to his original 
plan if he tequests for instruc- 
tions.

Japan May Offer 
New Compromise, 
Say Tokyo Sources 


Diplomatic sources in- 
terpreted yesterday that 
the peace talks at Moscow 
have entered the final stage 
following Japan’s request 
for a meeting with Soviet 
Premier Bulganin or Com- 
munist Party Secretary 
Khrushchev at the second 
private meeting between 
Shigemitsu and Shepilov 
yesterday. 


The same sources observed 
that Shigemitsu will present to 
the Soviet side a new comprc- 
mise plan revising radically the 
original Japanese proposal at 
the above meeting or immediate- 
ly following the meeting. 

Informants in Tokyo observed 
that, with this compromise pvo- 
posal, Shigemitsu wiil 
agree to the Soviet proposal on 
the territorial issue »)v s-curing 
sovereignty over only the Ha- 
bomai and Shikotan islands, but 
try to push through Japanese 
demand on the wording of the 
territorial clause in the peace 
treaty. 


The same sources predicted 
that the outline of the peace 
talks, which opened late last 
month, may be concluded dur- 
ing next week including the ter- 
ritorial clause of the peace 
treaty.

The Moscow negotiations have 
reached a climax. In _ other 
words, the time has now come 
for the Hatoyama Cabinet . to 
make an important decision, 

No doubt Shigemitsu will soon 
ask Hatoyama to make that de- 
cision, which, boiled down to 
essentials, will concern whether 
to withdraw Japan’s demands 
regarding the Southern Kuriles. 

Since Hatoyama and his con- 
fidant Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
ister Kono had despaired of re- 
claiming the Southern Kuriles 
from the very start, there is no 
question as far as they are con- 
cerned. The problem is how to 
check opposition from the Yo- 
shida clique within the party. 

At one time, confident Kono 
had wanted to fly to Moscow 
himself at the 11th hour and 
complete the negotiations as fa- 
vorably as possible for Japan. 

However, the Moscow negoti- 
ations probably progressed more 
rapidly than Kono had expect- 
ed, and this threw his time 
schedule out of gear. 

Kono is more pressed by the 
necessity of consolidating the 
party than of going to Moscow. 

He considered forming a set- 
up where the Hatoyama Cabi- 
net could make the important 
decision on the territorial issue 
with an easy mind. To this 
end, he wanted to squash the 
opposition and unify the party 
line by taking over the pos!

260 Miners

Japanese Court Gives DAC 
3-Year Suspended Sentéhce

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 9—A Japa- 
nese court gave a three-year sus- 
pended sentence for one murder 


today to an American civilian 


already under a life term sen- 


tence by the U.S. Army for a 
second murder. 

Suspension of the Japanese 
sentence cleared the way for 
the U.S. to take custody of 27- 
year-old Gerald Hammer, 
Sparks, Nev., for serving of the 
life term. 


The Yokohama District Court 
found Hammer’guilty of bludg- 
eoning to death a 25-year-old 
Japanese barmaid whom he had 
taken to an inn. 


After killing the waitress, 
Hammer went home and shot 
his Japanese wife to death, For 
this, a U.S. court-martial sen. 
tenced Hammer, a civilian en- 
ploye of the Army, to life in 
Aprii last year. 

The Japanese court found 
him guilty of slaying the bar- 
maid also, but ruled that he 
was not mentally competent at 
the time and suspended sen- 
tence. 

Hammer’s Japanese sentence, 
if it had not been suspended, 
would have taken preference 
over the American sentence. 

Under Japanese law, the pros- 
ecution may appeal the sen- 
tence.

Asian Artists in Crystal 


aN 


By ELISE GRILLI 


Asian Artists in Crystal. Exhibition 
of Steuben Glass at the Mitsu- 
koshi Dept. Store, 5th floor, Ni- 
honbashi. Through Aug. 12. 


Technically “crystal” is a na- 


tural substance, clear and trans- 
parent like quartz. By analogy 
this word is extended as a name 
for glass of superior brilliance 
and purity, and in this regard 
the glass produced by the Steu- 
ben Factory at Corning, New 
York, can most certainly qualify 
for the name of crystal. 

It is hardly conceivable that 
any man-made substance might 
be more transparent, and at the 
same time so sculpturally sub- 
stantial. This glass is heavy as 
lead (which it contains in large 
quantity), vet it lets itself be 
blown into big, airy bubbles. It 
can be cut into prisms to reflect 
light like a diamond or it can 
be chunky and congealed, recall- 
ing its sudden hardening from 
a soft and molten state. 


In all these forms it is com- 
mercially produced as fine table- 
ware, but for extraordinary dec- 
orative uses the Steuben Works 
reserve an engraving process 
which is the ultimate in skill 
and in refinement of craftsman- 
ship. 

Often Unnecessary 


For the purists of modern art 
this may appear like an attempt 
“to gild the lily” unnecessarily 
—and I am often inclined to 
agree. In some instances the 
decoration remains a foreign 
element, a superposed and un- 
necessary something extra that 
is not closely related either to 
the material or to the form. 


But the few great successes 
are enough to vindicate the 
process and in order to assure 
such extraordinary effects the 
Steuben Works turn to some of 
the greatest of living artists, 
both painters and _ sculptors. 
Their designs are then turned 
over to fabulously skillful en- 
gravers, who may spend hun- 
dreds of hours on the engraving 
of-a single design. 

As may be imagined, the cost 
is literally incalculable and the 
finest pieces are simply beyond 
price.

this idea presents a wonderful 


gesture of hands-across-the-seas.

As a demonstration of Oriental 
design quality it reveals a dec- 
orative sense which, as might 
have been expected,  easilv 
matches and often surpasses 
the Western examples. 

The present exhibition has 
brought along three examples 
of Western design to serve for 


comparison. Three pieces are 
by Matisse, Epstein, and 
Sidney Waugh. Fine as these 


are, they do not tower unduly 
over the work of the Asian 
artists. 


Communal Effort 


The one obstinate objection 
that will not be downed in my 
mind is the frequent lack of 
correlation between the mater- 
ial, the sculptural form into 
which it is blown, and the 
superposed decoration. In- 
evitably such sculpture’ in 
glass must be a communal ef- 
fort, for the technical require- 
ments for making and shaping 
the glass are bound to exclude 
painters and sculptors in other 
media. 


But in Japan, especially, sucn 


an argument will not hold 
water, for this is the land that 
once witnessed the intimate 


teamwork of painters, gravers, 
and printers in the great art of 
the Japanese woodcuts. And 
every fine architecturai struc. 
ture is a work of many minds. 
In any case, a highly refined 
modern taste will not readily ex- 
change sensitive formal rela- 
tions for any technical skill, no 
matter of how high an order. 


Luckily mos‘ pieces in this 
show escape this taint, for the 
two-dimensional designs submit- 
ted by the Asian painters were 
generally matched by careful- 
ly thought out three-dimensional 
forins. Two of the three Japa- 
nese artists here represented do 
not fare so well in this regard. 


Lifted From Wood Block 


I find Munakata’s figure of a 
disciple of Buddha to be simply 
lifted from the wood block and 
applied to glass, still with the 
angular lines that were born 
of a gouge cutting into wood. 
The only apparent formal con- 
sideration was the tall goblet 
to hold the vertical design, 


Kiyoshi Saito’s “Bodhisattva” 
is placed on a slab that is clear- 
ly derived from an ancient Chi- 
nese stone stele, but again the 
design of the profile figure has 
no organic relation to its space. 
Akaba’s “Momoyama” danccrs 
at least move around their vase, 
as they once moved across a 
golden screen. 


In these examples, and in a 
few others, the Oriental source 
is exploited for the sake of: its 
exoticism alone, as “Chinoiserie”’ 
decoration was once blithely ap- 
plied to Rococo porcelain and 
furniture. 


Most visitors to this beautiful 
exhibition will slide along on 
the seductive charm of this 
shimmering material and will 
think me carping for raising 
these objections. Blame it on 
the influence of Japan’s extra- 
ordinary acute design sense that 
my eyes have been sharpened to 
the point where such we 
nesses cannot be overlooked.

Japan’s international account 
was unfavorable by $22 million 
in July, according to an an- 

nouncement made Wednesday 
by the Finance Ministry and the 
Bank of Japan. 2 


It was the first time in 14 
months that an unfavorable bal- 
ance in international account 
had been recorded in the coun- 
try. 

Japan’s receipts for the month 
amounted to $274 million and 
payments $286 million, resulting 
in an unfavorable balance of $12 
million. 

The actual deficit for the 
month comes to $22 million, 
however, if the deferred . pay- 
ment under the usance system 
is taken imto account. 

The unfavorable balance in 
the international account is at- 
tributed to the fact that imports 
of textiles, steel raw materials 
and other items during July re- 
corded a postwar high figure of 
$243 million. 

Whereas exports in June re- 
corded a new postwar month- 
ly figure of $223 million, the 
amount exported in July amount- 
ed to $205 million, or some $18 
million less than the previous 
month. 

Of the exports, ships export- 
ed increased to $30 million, or 
some $18 million more than in 
normal months. 

Decreases were noted, how- 
ever, in exports of steel mate- 
rials, textiles and other items. 


5 Nations to Keep

Groups Ask

NEW YORK, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Thé two major political parties 
in the United States were urged 
yesterday by leading American 
textile groups to make specific 
pledges in their 1956 election 
platforms that they will take 
action to halt the mounting tex- 
tile imports from Japan.

Increases in U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 
(AP)—The number of Ameri- 
can job holders’ climbed 
again in July, to a total of 
66,655,000—setting a new. em- 
ployment record for the sec- 
ond straight month. The 
Commerce and Labor depart- 
ments reported the total of 
employed was about 152,000 
higher than in June and 
about 1,700,000 above July of 
last year.

Cotton Crop 
In U.S. Down 
8 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (Kyo- 
lo-UP)—The Agriculture Deépart- 
ment yesterday estimated the 
1956 cotton crop at 13,552,000 
bales, down 8 per cent from 
last year’s harvest, 

The first cotton production es- 
timate of the year compares 
with 14,721,000 bales last year 
and the 10-year average output 
of 3,098,000 bales. 

Although this year’s estimate 
is below last year’s output, 
there is no danger of a cotton 
shortage in the United States. 
There is a carryover of about 
14.6 million bales, of which the 
government owns or has under 
loan about 10 million bales. 

The carryover plus estimated 
1956 production will meet con- 
sumption demands, both domest- 
ic and foreign, for about two 
years. 

The department’ estimated 
cotton yields will average 394 
pounds of lint per acre on the 
16,527,000 acres estimated to be 
harvested. Last year’s yields 
averaged 417 pounds an acre. 
The 10-year average yields were 
283 pounds. 

The 16,527,000 acres estimated 
for harvest were based on the 
acres in cultivation July 1 minus 
the 10-year average abandon- 
ment from natural causes.

Suez Canal Non-Oil Freight 
Amounts to 40 Million Tons 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—Be- 
cause crude oil and petroleum 
products constitute a major part 
of Suez Canal traffic, there is a 
tendency to overlook the im- 
portance to world trade of the 
other freight—almost 40 mil- 
lion tons—carried by the canal 
annually, 

In 1955 this tonnage accounted 
for a considerable part of the 
exports and imports of many 
AS countries. Cargoes bound 
to and from India, Pakistan, 
Burma and Ceylon, for example, 
amounted to 11 per cent of the 
Canal’s total tonnage last year. 
Similarly, 14 per cent of the 
freight total was bound to and 
from “Malaya, Indonesia and 
other Far East countries. Ship- 
ments to or from East African 
ports accounted for about 7 per 
cent of the total canal freight. 

Indian exports to Western Eu- 
rope, via the Canal, include tea, 


manganese and iron ores, oils, 
cotton manufactures, and jute. 
Malaya and Indonesia ship rub- 
ber and tin. Chrome ore comes 
from East Africa, and wheat, 
wool, and meat from Australia. 
Traffic southward through the 
Canal consists mainly of manu- 
factured metals, machinery, ce- 
ment, chemicals, fertilizers, rail- 
road equipment, paper, and 
cereals. 
All told, ships of 48 nations 
passed through the Suez Canal 
in 1955, As in the past, the 
most frequent user was Britain, 
with 28.3 per cent of the total 


number of vessels passing 
through. Britain receives 70 
per cent of its petroleum 


through the Canal. Yet the Brit- 
ish lead in canal usage has been 
more closely challenged year by 
year, in itself testimony to the 
growing importance of the Ca- 
nal to other nations.

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Soviet Power Politics 


In a forceful demonstration of power politics, the 

Soviets have made it quite definite they have no intention 
of making concessions to a defeated nation and they will 
insist upon Japan concluding a peace on Russian terms, 
_ Speaking from a position of strength, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Shepilov has made it quite apparent that he will 
dictate the terms on the controversial territorial issue. 
He considers it concession enough that the Russians are 
willing to “give up” the isiinds of Habomai and Shikotan. 
With that, the whole question is settled, according to 
Mr. Shepilov. | 

But the Habomai and Shikotan islands have always 
been a part of Japanese territory and their “return” is not 
a concession by any stretch of the imagination. 

As for Japan’s claims to the islands of Kunashiri and 
Etorofu, the Russian position is that the Soviets guined 
those islands as a result of the Yalta Agreement and that 
the Japanese views are “urreasonable.” Mr. Shepilov put 
it extremely bluntly that Japan as a defeated nation must 
comply with the decisions made by the victor nations. 

This is certainly power politics, any way one may 
look at it. Japan as a matter of fact did not even know 
of the Yalta Agreement until after her surrender. This 
Agreement, moreover, runs counter to the spirit of the 
Atlantic Charter which stipuiated that its signatories would 
seek no territorial aggrandizement. At the same time, the 
Potsdam Declaration wnich Japan accepted was not based 
on the Yalta Agreement. 

in addition, the Russians have recognized Kunashiri 
and Etorofu xs Japanese possessions in past treaties, and 
they certainly were not acquired by Japan as a result 
of aggression. 

But despite this assemblage of indfsputable facts, the 
Soviets are determined to have their way. And pessimistic 
reports are already gaining headway that Japan must give 
in to the Russian employment of power politics. 

Soviet propaganda has been stressing the point that 
Japan is purposely holding out on the territorial issue 
becausé she has no intention of going ahead with a peace 
settlement. But this is a silly argument, for why would 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu go all the way .to Moscow, 
if not to explore the possibilities of concluding peace. 
But it is only natural to demand that the settlement to be 
reacned must be an honorable one, which will not allow 
the seeds of possible ill-feeling in the future to remain. 


A Sound Emigration Policy 


The immigration agreement signed by Japan and Bo- 
livia on August 2, unprecedented in this country’s diplo- 
matic history, is hoped to herald a spurt in the efforts to 
settle seme of our surplus population in new homes abroad. 

Bolivia has agreed to accept 1,000 Japanese families or 

6,000 individuals during the next five years. The figures 
seeni inconsequential beside our current population of 90 
million. But they still represent a major boost to the 
present slow rate of emig&tion. Moreover, it is the na- 
ture of the agreement that is most important, since it sets 
a pattern that may be successfully expanded and repeated 
in other countries as well. 

Two years of negotiations have resulted in a Japanese- 
Bolivian program marked by careful planning and generous 
provisiens to help the pioneers. Bolivia will give them 
Jand free and accord them the same treatment as Bolivian 
citizens in regard to social benefits. The Japanese, who aré 
to include technicians for such work, wili make an im- 
portant contribution to Bolivian economy by working for 
the development of that country’s agriculture. 

Coincidentally, the Foreign Office has also announced 
that it is reviving a prewar program to train young peo- 
ple for emigration. This is a very good thing. There is 
little demand anywhere today for unskilled labor, while 
several countries may be expected to welcome selected 
young Japanese with skills to contribute to their foster 

and. ; 

Let it never be said that Japan is attempting to “dump” 
her surplus people in foreign labor markets. In the first 
place, with immigration restrictions in most countries being 
what they are, there is little chance to do that. More than 
solving our population problem, carefully planned emigra- 
tion should serve to enaance our ties of friendship around 
the world. 

We must look at home for wags to alleviate the popula- 
tion problem, while working at emigration essentially as a 
mutual assistance endeavor. That policy, as a matter of 
fact, should very likely result in opening up more oppor- 
tunities for emigration.

Rather suddenly, so far as 
the public is concerned, Repub- 
lican prospects have taken a 
turn, and have become less 
clear and less bright.

Atomic Disarmament 


By DR. KONRAD ADENAUER

BONN—The topic of disarma- 
ment, so important for the paci- 
fication of the world, has mov- 
ed to the forefront of public 
attention again these days. This 
is most gratifying, but plenty 
of experience in this respect 
should warn us against aban- 
doning our common sense to 
exaggerated expectations. Any 
disarmament without a simult- 
aneous and constant control 
would be of only doubtful 
value, 


The Soviets are suddenly pro- 
claiming their readiness to abal- 
ish nuclear weapons, but they 
continue to reject any control. 
It is well known that agreement 
proved impossible during the 
earlier disarmament  negotia- 
tions in London because the 
Russians categorically opposed 
any control. Now, if a Power 
advocates the abolition of cer- 
tain types of weapons—in this 
case nuclear weapons—then I 
do not understand why the 
same Power refuses to agree 
to a control of such abolition. 
After all, only a continued con- 
trol can guarantee that such 
weapons are not in fact resort- 
ed to. 

We are not expecting any- 
thing impossible from the Rus- 
sians. In the Western Europe- 
an Union we already have such 
a control which started func- 
tioning early this ‘year, although 
the world at large scarcely took 
any notice of it. Why should 
such a control not be introduc- 
ed also by the great Powers? 
In my view atomic Weapons

danger to mankind. Therefore 
I believe it would be right to 
start disarmament with them 
rather than with conventional 
arms. Every ounce of disarma- 
ment energy should go into 
making nuclear war impossible.

As long as the Soviet Union 
does not prove by international- 
ly binding acts that it is under- 
going a genuine change, the en- 
tire’ Free World must continue 
to be vigilant. And a change of 
heart is difficult to believe in as 
long as the penal camps are still 
full of people, the satellite coun- 
tries deprived of liberty, and dis- 
armament controls rejected. 

The Federal Republic of Ger- 
many is part of a firm dyke con- 
taining the Soviet Union. As 
long as the present situation con- 
tinues to exist it would be disas- 
trous for Germany and Europe 
if some future government of 
the German Federal Republic 
were to dissociate itself from 
NATO. It is in any case impor- 
tant that the Russians should be 
disabused concerning the possi- 
bility of a disintegration of the 
West.

In the course of my tour I 
visited many zoos and national 
parks. I noticed that zoos are 
very popular throughout the 
world and that new facilities 
have been added to them. 

In Germany nearly all the 


‘zoos had been destroyed by the! 


war but now they are almost 
completely® rehabilitated with 
modern facilities nearing com- 
pletion. 


The basic difficulty in running 


a zoo is that almost all the zoos 
have the same variety of ani- 
mals. An Indian elephant/for 
instance, looks exactly like an 
Indian elephant no matter 


where you see it. Therefore, 
success in zoo Management may 
be said to depend on the setting 
in which the animal is display- 
ed. Here is a typical instance 
where the old Japanese proverb 
“Clothes make the man” (or 
“Fine feathers make fine birds”) 
applies literally and spiritually, 
for the same animal gives you 
an entirely different impression 
depending on how it is shown. 

This explains why new fea- 
tures are added to the zoo day 
by day. But once a zoo is com- 
pleted it is very difficult to re- 
model it. From this viewpoint, 
I think the German zoos have a 
splended chance to carry out 
renovations, and believe that 
they will have fine zoos in the 
future, 

In America, where there are 
quite a number of modern Zoos, 
several more have been added 
since the war with improved 
facilities and equipments. 

Let us take, for instance, the 
Tropical Bird House and the 
Pachiderm House in the Cleve- 
land Zoo. The buildings them- 
selves are masterworks of ar- 
chitecture. The interior of the 
building constitutes a huge art 
object in which colorful birds 
fly among flourishing tropical 
plants in large glass cases, It 
seems as though a tropical jun- 
gie has been transferred as it is 
to the heart of a modern city. 

Such modern facilities natur- 
ally incur great expense, We 
were struck dumb with amaze- 
ment when we heard that the 
Bird House and the Pachiderm 
House had cost the zoo $1 mil- 
lion and $4 million, respective- 
ly. Directors of European zoos 
agreed with me in that such 
Juxury cannot be afforded out- 
side of America, 

What gave me some consola- 
tion however, was that I found 
out,“after my round of world 
zoos, that the Ueno Zoo exceeds 
all other zoos in two respects. 

One is the number of visitors 
totaling 4.5 million per month, 
On a busy day the Ueno Zoo aa- 
mits as many as 130,000 people 
which is an incredible number.
